As you may be aware, Underwriters Laboratories)(bas pulled its listing of all fire
resistive cable, including listings for electricakcuit protective systems using fire resistive
cable. | am writing to offer guidance on how tomdk the withdrawal of these listings based on
the information available.

Currently, UL still is investigating how and wheththese products fail to perform and
under what circumstances. We will continue to ramnihis investigation closely and we will
provide updated information and instructions asrarged. For now, code officials are advised
to follow the below guidance:

Existing installations in any building or projdor which a certificate of occupancy has
been issued regardless of its age should be le$t aBhere is no recall or retrofit at this poiimt
time.

For projects for which permits have been issuad, for which no certificate of
occupancy has been issued, and for projects fochmpermit applications have been received,
but for which no permit has been issued, the ptglould be allowed to proceed with the use of
the product since the product was listed at the tinpermit application. However, the applicant
and the owner, if other than the applicant, shdutdgiven a copy of the enclosed notice
informing them of the current situation and allogithem to make decisions based upon what is
known at this time.

Projects for which applications are filed afteddg's date cannot use a product for which
there is no listing. In these cases, an alternathod of compliance must be used to achieve
required fire rating.
